THE INDIAN3 OF CALIFORNIA.
From The Washingten Brepublic.
We read of the aborigines of this eountry, in
every loeality, with n melancholy interest, and
in a self-ncvusing spidt. Althouh it is not

him to think they were not originally ane peo.
ple. Their customs amd manner of life are in
many respects identieal.  Their huts or lodues
are constructed alike. “They do notsealp those
whom they kill, hut throw the dead body into
the water. they born the dead of their own
people, and manifest thewr gricl for the lossz ol
kindred by covering thewmselves, hear, hoad,
face, arms, and body, to the waist, with tar or
piteh, which is permitted to remain nutil worn
off. They subsist on roots and grass-sceds
from the earth, acorns awl pine seeds from the
trees, and fish from the stream=.  These arti-
cles of food are gatherrd in great quantities,
and stored in magazines prepared for the pur-
pose. ‘They always have enough laid np for
two years’ subsistence, and thus guard ngninst
the failure of aerop in any year. ‘The acorns
and nuts are gronnd into a kind of flour,  This
is done in mortars or deep basing drilled in the
rocks. Berries of various kinds are ollen
mixed with this flour Lefore haking. As
amongst all rude people, these peeple impose
this labor upon their females, their squaws, or,
as they call them, “mo-hales.”
